Maieſtte doth here bp puvliſh and declare his Nopall will #pleaſuce to bee, That whereas Here- 
tofoꝛe, the vluall tunes of pꝛelenting ſuch perſons to his Mueſty fo: this purpole, were Eaſter and 
Whitluntide, That from hentefoꝛzth the times hall bee Eaſter and Michaelmas, as times moze 
conuenient, both foꝛ the temperature of the ſeaſon, and in reſpect of any contagion, which map hap- 
peu in this neere atceſſe to his Maieſties ſacred Perlon. And his Maieſtie doth accozdingly Will 
and command, That from the time of publiſhing this Pꝛoclamation, none pꝛelume to repapꝛe to 
his Maieſties Royall Court to bee healed of that diſeaſe, befoꝛe the Feaſt of S. Michael now next 
comming. And his Maieſtie doeth further will and command, That all ſuch as hereafter ſhall 
come oꝛ repapꝛe to the Court foꝛ this purpoſe,ſhall bꝛing with them Certificates vnder the hands 
of the Parſon, Uicar, oꝛ Miniſter and Church wardens of thoſe leuerall pariſhes where they 
dwell, and from whence they come, teſtifping acco2ding to the trueth, that they haue not any time 
befoꝛe bene fouched by the Ring, to the intent to be healed of that diſeaſe, And his Maieſtie doth 
ſtraitly charge all Juſtices of the Peace, Conſtables and other officers, That they doe not ſuffer 
any to paſſe, but ſuch as haue ſuch Certificates, vpon paine of his Maieſties diſpleaſure. And to 
the end that all his louing Subiects may the better take knowledge of this his Mateſttes pleaſure, 
and command, His will is, that this Pꝛoclamation be publiſhed, and affiredin ſome open place 
in euery Parket Towne of this Realme.
